PRESIDENT "STARTS FIFTH 
WEEK IN WHITE HOUSE 
WITH SEVENTH MESSAGE 


'WASHINGTON, April 3. 


(ff)—President 
Roosevelt rec- 


ommended to congress to- 
day the enactment of legis- 
lation authorizing refinanc- 
ing of farmers indebtedness. 


Beginning his fifth white 


house week with the dis- 
patch of his seventh message to 
the legislators, the president open- 
ed the way for inclusion of this 
latest major plan as an amend- 
ment to the farm relief bill in the 
senate, 


Applying on farm mortgages, the 
message proposed both 
readjust- 
ment of the principal of the farm- 
ers 'debts and a reduction of inter- 
est rates. 
He also proposed "a temporary 


readjustment 
of amortization, 
to 


give sufficient time to farmers to 
restore to them the hope of. ulti- 
mate free ownership of their own 
land." 
The president said .he would soon 


propose an extension of their pro- 
gram to the debt burdened own- 
ers of small homes. 
- He also disclosed he would ask 
congress soon for legislation per- 
mitting the initiation of reciprocal 
tariff 
agreements. 


"The legislation I suggest," said 
the president, "will not impose a 
TreffiPy1 burden upon the national 
treasury."Text of Message 
His text follows: 
"To the Congress: 
'As an integral part of the broad 
fan to end the forced liquidation 
if property, to increase purchasing 
power and broaden 
the 
credit 
structure for the benefit of both 
the producing and consuming ele- 
ments in our population, I ask the 
congress for specific legislation re- 
lating to the mortgages and other 
forms of indebtedness of the farm- 


• ers 
of the 
nation. That many 
thousands of farmers in all parts of 
the .country are unable to meet the 
indebtedness incurred when their 
crop prices had a very different 
Tinoney value is well known to, all 
of you. The legislation now pend- 
ing, which seeks to raise agricul- 
tural commodity prices, is a defi- 
nite step to enable farm debtors 


. to pay their indebtedness in com- 


modity terms more closely approx- 
imating those in which the indebt- 
edness was incurred; but that is 
not enough. 


"In addition the federal govern- 
ment should provide for the refin- 
ancing of mortgage and other in- 
debtedness so as to accomplish a 
more equitable 
readjustment of 
the principal of the debt, a reduc- 
tion of interest rates which in 
many ^instances are so unconscion-

DETROIT, April 3.—(^—Michi- 
gan blazed an unmapped trail to-

as the 'first state to elect 


its constitutional convention for 
consideration of the 
amendment 
to repeal national prohibiton. 


An estimated 900,000 voters will 
elect 100 delegates to the conven- 
tion, one from each of the 100 
representative districts. 


In each district there were two 
candidates. One was pledged to 
vote for ratification 
of ihe re- 


peal amendment; the other for 
retention of the eighteenlh amend- 
ment. 
Thus, when the convention 
assembles on April 10, il will have 
no 
deliberate 
function to per- 


form—only a formal recording of 
the sentiment expressed by the 
voters at the polls. 


Although this was Ihe first op- 
portunity voters 
anywhere 
had 


had to render a decisive verdict 
on national prohibition, state pro- 
hibition was a clear-cut issue at 
the 
polls last 
November— and 
the wets won, repealing the "bone 
dry" clause In the Michigan con- 
stitution by a vote of 1,022,508 to 
475,265. 


That was done by a popular 
majority, Detroit's vote weighing 
heavily 
in the 
balance. 
Today, 


however, with the vote in each 
district standing alone, Ihe chan- 
ces for repeal were proportionate- 
ly less 
and 
prohibition 
leaders 


based their hopes principally on 
that factor.

Miss Harding remarked 
that she was soon to play in one of Shaw's plays, "Captain Brassbound's 
Conversion," adding that she had previously played a part in the same 
play. Whereupon Shaw inquired where she had played the part. Miss -

cal performance." For the benefit of the uninitiated, a "piratical per- 
formance" is the production of a play without payment to, or permis-

While plans and theories dealing with the de-centralization of industry and the "back-to-the-farm" move- 
ment are being discussed as a means qf promoting economic recovery, the question arises: What chance 
of success has a city-bred man in farming? Arthur Train, noted novelist, whose latest novel, "The Man 
Who Went Back," deals with that very question,'is frankly skeptical that a city dweller could ever suc- 
ceed as a farmer. Train believes that a man must be born and bred to it. He doesn't believe farming 
can be learned like bridge or new football niles. Besides, even, if a city man did happen to succeed in 
raising a crop, he could not compete with his expert neighbors. Train doubts if a transplanted city man 
can even be happy on a farm. He is viewed with suspicion, even hostility, by his neighbors, says the novel- 
ist, and ends by advising every man .to stick to his own trade. However, the main thing at present seem* to 
be to insure every man, woman and child of enough to cat. It is » poor farmer indeed who could not raise 
enough produce to feed his family. And whereas a city man can do nothing in his own'environment except 
•tarve'gracefully when he loses his job, on a farm that spectre, al least, would be absent. Henry Ford, 
automobile magnate, is more hopeful than Mr. Train. Mr. Ford believes that farming can be made to pay if 
farmers will get rid of the idea that agriculture is solely a food proposition. At Ford's model.farm in Lena- 
wee County, Mich., he has experimented with farm produce and found that much of it can be profitably 
utilized in industry. _A staunch advocate of the back to the farm idea, Ford believes that "farming fo'r 


industry" may be the solution of the ever-present agrarian riddle.

At least 33 persons were killed by tornadoes which 


struck four Southern states last night and today, causing 
property damage of hundreds of thousands of dollars. 


Six deaths, two women, three children and a negro 


boy, were reported from 
Brookhaven and 
Greenville, 


Miss., where the twisters struck after devastating a half 
dozen East Texas communities and portions of North- 
western Louisiana and Southern Arkansas. 


Disturbances 
continued spora-4 
tically 
today, 
swe'eplng through 
sectors in Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi. Just before noon, a terrific 
wind swept around and through 
Zachry, La., damaging small dwell- 
ings extensively and injuring a 
white planter 
and 
a score of 
negroes. 
The 
twister 
moved 
through a 125-foot swath, uproot- 
ing trees and passing out of the 


the 
town to the East. 


The 
white 
children and 
negro boy were 
drowned near 


Greenville when the high wmd 
toppled 
homes into the 
Boure- 
phalia river. 
The deaths by states: Texas 17, 
Louisiana 6, Arkansas 1 and Mis- 
sissippi 9. 


The 
tornadoes, 
which dipped 


down to the 
ground eratically, 
moved generally 
from 
West 
to 
East from Texas through Missis- 
sipi. 
Whole 
communities 
were 


wiped out and exerything In their 
paths wks levelled. 
Heavy rain 


amounting to four Inches In some 
localities, made roads impassable 
and handicapped emergency units 
which sought to rehabilitate the 
stricken area. 
From 
Shelby 
county, 
Texas, 
where six persons were killed, the 
damage was estimated at $75,000 
to $100,000, while in a small sec- 
tor to the West the loss was 
placed at $10,000. 
No estimates 
had been made In dozens of oth- 
er towns and counties where busi- 
ness 
houses 
and 
homes 
were 
blown from their foundations. 
Starting in East Texas at the 


edge of the oil fields, the first 
twister swept down upon Lindale, 
killing two negroes. 
Four ga- 
rages were razed, telephone lines 
were blown down 
and 
falling 
trees blocked highways. 
A high- 
way engineering crew said the 
tornado narrowly missed their au- 
tomobile and scattered houses like 
straw. 


Three homes were wrecked at 
Eustace, 6 miles East of Mabank, 
and a heavily-woded sector near- 
by 
was 
damaged 
considerably. 
Many were injured as the high 
winds tore 
through 
a 
narrow 
sector.

Huntington, San Augustine and 


Shelbyville in extreme East Tex- 
as bore the brunt of the torna- 
does as they swept eastward.

BLAME COMMISSION 
FOR CONDITIONS IN 


EAST TEXAS HELD 


COULD HAVE PREVENTED 
CRISIS 
W I T H 
PROPER 


ORDER SAYS WHEELOCK 


Ernest 0. Thompson and 


other members of the Texas 
Railroad Commission were 
charged today with being 
directly responsible for the 
crisis facing the entire oil 
industry because 
of their 


failure to issue proper or- 
ders in carrying out the conserva- 
tion program in the East Texas 
oil fields by R. L. Wheelock, in- 
dependent producer of Corsicana. 
and vice-president of the East 
Texas Landowners and Producers 
Association. 


Replying to the statement is- 


sued Thursday afternoon by Mr. 
Thompson 
on his return 
from 
the 
Washington 
conference in 


which he stated that the meeting 
was primarily working for a $1 
minimum price for oil, Mr. Wheel- 
ock declared that the commission- 
er, by the position taken, had 
shown conclusively that he endors- 
ed the position taken by the In- 
dependent Petroleum Association 
of Texas which stands for open 
flow in .East Texas oil fields, and 
which would result in the com- 
plete demoralization and disinte- 
gration of the entire oil Industry. 


Gasoline Price High 
The Corsicana operator 
called 


the 
attention 
of Commissioner 
Thompson to the fact that retail 
gasoline prices were as high to- 
day as they were when oil was 
selling for $1 per barrel, and that 
lower prices for oil could not re- 
sult in lower gasoline prices be- 
cause of the cost of transportation, 
processing, freight on gasoline and 
the five cent per gallon tax. 


Mr. Wheelock stated that less 
than fifteen per cent of all the oil 
produced in Texas was processed 
and sold in Texas in the form of 
gasoline and associated products, 
leaving more than 85 per cent to 
be exported from Texas to other 
states. 


On the same basis upon which 
the commissioner opposes $1 oil, he 
would be in favor of five-cent cot- 
ton, 
fifteen cent oats, twtnty-five 


cent wheat, and two cent cattle, 
for only a small proportion of these 
produced in the state are used 
within the borders of the state," 
Mr. Wheelock said. 
Blames Commission Order 
Thompson 
and 
his 
associates 


could have prevented all of the 
violations of the conservation laws 
in the East Texas oil fields by 
putting out an order which would 
have met the requirements laid 
down by the original decision of 
the three-judge court in Houston 
last fall, Wheelock said. This court 
upheld the conservation laws but 
subsequent abuses of the power 
and privileges of the commission 
have resulted in continued suffer- 
ing for the operators and a re- 
turn to chaos in the industry—all 
for the lack of a valid order, 
Wheelock stated. 
Wheelock charged that evidence 
adduced at the various hearings 
on proposed orders had been total- 
ly disregarded by 
the 
Railroad 
commission. He also reported that 
mass meetings of the members of 
the East Texas Oil Landowners 
Association were being held Fri- 
day at Kilgore, Longview and oth- 
er points. 
From independent operators in 
Corsicana it was learned that vig- 
orous attacks are being launched 
against the members of the Inde- 
pendent Petroleum Association of 
Texas who are now in Washing- 
ton, 
alleged representing the in- 
dependent operators of the state. 
Corsicana operators charged that 
they represented only a small per 
centage of the operators. 
For Administration Program 
Telegrams 
have been sent to 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and Secretary of Interior Harold 
L. Ickes declaring that 97 per 
cent of the independent operators 
in Texas favor the administration 
program of limiting national pro- 
duction, shutting down flush fields 
temporarily, controlling inter-state 
shipments of "hot oil," and a fed- 
eral dictator for the Industry to 
meet the emergency.

'{Continued From Fage 1) 
ployes of the state railroad com- 
mission, administrator of proration 
laws, would be subject to a fine of 
$500 and 
six months 
imprison- 
ment. 


Those found producing in ex- 


cess of the allowable set by the 
commission would be subject to 
imprisonment of from one to five 
years. 


Proceeds of the tax would be 
allocated one fourth to the public 
free school fund and three fourths 
to the general fund. 


The governor said that "every 
day there come communications to 
my office, either in the form of 
petitions signed by hundreds of 
Bast Texas citizens or by personal 
visits of scores of East Texas res- 
idents, all pleading arid 
urging 
that I, as governor take some ac- 
tion to remedy conditions and com- 
pose the situation so bitterly and 
universally complaned of by the 
people of that section." 


Laws Violated. 
"I am informed, and in fact it 
is openly charged and not denied, 
that hundreds of thousands of 
barrels of 'oil are 
being taken 


from the East Texas field in vio- 
lation of the railroad commission's 
orders under the proration laws 
and upon which there is no tax 
being paid to the state, and my 
information is that this loss is 
amounting to thousands 
of dol- 
lars daily. It appears that the spir- 
it of disrespect for our proration 
laws has reached that point where 
we might thruthfully term it a 
reign or terror, and the people 
who live in that Area are disturb- 
ed in mind and spirit beyond ap- 
prehension. 


"T am informed that this des- 
perate condition has reached that 
stage where heretofore law abid- 
ing 
citizens are 
arming 
them- 
selves with fire arms and are 
threatening to take the law into 
their own hands if the rights of 
property owners and persons who 
have property interest in the oil 
production of that section are not 
in some way protected by law. 
This failure to control the'oil sit- 
uation of East Texas has now 
reached.the point it is receiving 
notice outside of Texas, and that 
authorities of the national govern- 
ment at Washington are threaten- 
ing to take the matter in' hand 
and to invade the 
constitutional 
right of our beloved state to con- 
trol its own 
affairs. 
In 
other 


words, we are threatened on the 
one hand by the violator in East 
Texas and on the other with the 
possibility of federal control pos- 
sibly in the role of a dictator. 


Not Resting Blame 
"I am not undertaking here to 
lay the blame for responsibility 
on anybody, but I do feel that it 
is my duty to call our attention 
to well known conditions which 
exist.. The situation is so desper- 
ate that delay might be disas- 
trous. The whole nation is look- 
ing to Texas for what is done 
and what is to be done iri pe- 
troleum legislation and control. It 
is being charged abroad that Tex- 
as has not met the situation and 
that sufficient regulation has not 
been had that the situation de- 
mands. 
We need 
not 
argue 
whether this is .true or not, but 
if it is true, then it is imperative 
upon us, as the representatives of 
the people, to meet the situation 
promptly and without further de- 
lay enact such legislation as will 
protect the rights of our people 
and inspire the confidence of oth- 
er authority as to our intention 
and determination to control the 
oil situation in Texas. Our failure 
to act promptly would probably 
lead to depreciation and the de- 
struction of one of our most val- 
uable sources of income and would 
mean an entire disruption of our 
peaceful conditions. 


Millions May. Be Lost 
'"If we fail to act we might lose 


millions of dollars in taxation which 
are now sorely needed for the 
support of the governmental func- 
tions and the perpetuation of our 
schools and other educational pro- 
grams. By the disregard of our 
proration laws, it is charged and 
not denied that three hundred and 
fifty thousand barrels are being 
produced in East Texas illegally 
every day. If this is true, it means 
that we are losing $3-500 a day, or 
over $1,250,000 a year. The bill which 
I enclose provides for a tax of 
two cents a barrel instead of two 
per cent, and if we collect the 
tax upon this oil which is now 
being taken 
illegally, it would 


mean a gain to the state of over 
$2,500,000 a year, and in addition 
if we collect two cents per barrel 
upon the legal production, which 
I understand it Texas amount to 
800,000 barrels per day, it would 
mean an additional income to the 
state in round numbers of $6,000,- 
000 a year. 


Felanties Necessary 
"The bill which I enclose con- 


tains drastic criminal penalties for 
those who violate the proration 
laws of the state and I consider 
them necessary to insure a proper 
enforcement of our proration laws 
and for the protection 
of the 
rights of the people and the state. 
If these additional laws are pass- 
ed, I stand ready to use all the 
powers at my command to see 
that they are enforced, and I am
